The 
sealing craft generally start out about 
the first of Match. From 1G to 35 
bauds usually compose a crew, many 
of whom are provided with large guns, 
and the rest with stout clubs or bats. 
Each man has also a pole or gaff, pro¬ 
vided with a’hook at the end, to assist 
him in leaping from piece to piece 
when among loose ice. Often it is 
necessary to cut. with ice saws, a 
broad channel through the midst of 
the harbor to the open sea: and as the 
united crews of a sealing fleet some¬ 
times number 2,000 men. it may prop¬ 
erly be supposed that the broad, icy 
plain displays a scene of no ordinary 
animation and excitement. Once the 
vessels are in the open sea. a day's 
run will bring them to the edge of an 
ice field, where myriads of seals are 
discovered with their new-born young. 
The young produce an oil that Is both 
valuable and abundant and. as it takes 
but a slight blow with a bat to kill 
them, they are easily made captive. 
The gun is used to shoot the old seals. 
As soon as a seal is killed—and some¬ 
times even before—a circular cut is 
made with a sharp knife around the 
neck and a longitudinal one down the 
belly to the tail. The skin with the 
surface fat is “scalped" off. forming 
altogether a “pelt." This alone is 
taken and the carcass is left on the 
ice. Barring accident a vessel In a lo¬ 
cality where seals are thick will have 
its hold filled in ten days. The ad¬ 
venture is full of hazard. 

In the excitement of the pursuit after 
the seal, leaps of terrific risk are taken 
from field to field, across yawning 
chasms, whose terrors are scarcely no¬ 
ticed and sometimes night draws on, 
with the hunter then first realizing

rapid literary advancement—a sensi¬ 
tiveness, moreover, that will become 
more and more acute with the cultiva¬ 
tion of the higher facilities through in¬ 
creasing educational growth.—Herbert 
Hash ford in Atlantic.

AUTOMOBILE LAWN MOWER. 

How It Works on the Grounds of the 
Nntionul Capitol. 

Heretofore the mowing of the sev¬ 
eral hundred acres of lawn that sur¬ 
round the Capitol was considerable of 
a problem, says the Washington Star,! 
and many men were annually engaged 
in the work. From April to October | 
they were kept busy with mowers, 
scythes and sickles, and there was no 
time when the entire grounds were 
clothed with an even coal of grass. 
This is no longer n fact, for the auto¬ 
mobile has taken its place iu the 
grounds of the Capitol ami pushes and 
pulls a regulation revolving lawn mow¬ 
er all over the place. 

The engine that drives the blades has 
the general appearance of a small us 
phalt roller, except that all of the 
metal work is copper and brass, giving 
the machine the appearance of a small 
fire engine. On ihe front seal is room 
for two men, and beside the engineer 
are levers thatl control the engine and 
enable him to operate it In any direc¬ 
tion ns quickly ns a man can turn a 
hand mower. The rudder is a small 
roller that trails.along behind the re¬ 
volving blades, aud by the turn of the 
wrist the little wonder executes all 
manner of maneuvers except to climb 
trees, and it all but does this, for it 
will cut as near to the trunks as can 
a man with a sickle. 

The gear is armrtged from tin* en¬ 
gine, the power of which is steam. 
The front rollers serve the purpose ol’ 
wheels and the speed of the machine 
while at. work is several time as fast 
as could be accomplished by a hand- 
rolling lawn mower, besides which it 
cuts more than twice as wide a path 
through the grass. It saves the beau¬ 
tiful turf from destruction under the 
feet of the horses, that were formerly 
used on the large machines, for the 
rollers are a help toward the making 
of a perfect lawn rather than a hin¬ 
drance. It Is a decided success and 
there are apt to lie enough of them 
kept In operation to keep tIn* lawns at 
all times evenly cut, a problem that 
has in the past been no small one to 
the superintendent of the grounds.

A RockliiK Shrine. 

The most wonderful temple lit the 
world is built on a rocking stone on 
the summit of a mountain in northern 
India which Is over 20,000 feet high. 
The rock weighs many thousands of 
tons, hut is balanced on so fine a point 
that n comparatively light pressure Is 
sufficient to make It sway. Hindoo 
priests tench their followers that this 
rock was placed iu position by the help 
of the gods, and thus they add consid¬ 
erably to the feeling of awe which they 
desire to create. 

Worshipers at this shrine must first 
make n perilous ascent of the moun¬ 
tain. Then they spend seven days of 
preparation in a temple built on tlie 
solid mountain before they are permit¬ 
ted to make the final passage to the 
mysterious rocking stone.

Three priests officiate there, , 
hut Its mysteries no man is permitted i 
to reveal. Europeans have seen it only i 
front a distance. 


Sponare Growling. 

Sponges are cultivated In West In¬ 
dian waters and the Mediterranean. 
In its natural state the bath or toilet 
sponge Is fleshy and covered with n 
black skin. To obtain the light col¬ 
ored, horny and elastic skeleton, 
sponges are left In shallow sea water 
for several days in a staked inclosure | 
until the rotten animal matter can he 
beaten out. For artificial cultivation 
a living sponge Is cut into small blocks, 
about a cubic inch in sl/.e, with a per 
j tlon of the outer skin on each. These,

I on a bottom of green seaweed free
